Frees reports Indicated that f 
the FBP committee had set yesterday and had finally agreed to accept Adenauer *a » 
Chancellor. Bovever, the opposition to Von Breatano aa Terelgn Minister continued 
heavy and his fate was atlll undecided. Therefore, an loportant factor In the 
picture was atlll uncertain, and a definitive position from Bonn could not really 
be expected until after at le4st the nucleus of the Cabinet had been agreed. 
Be hoped the. Bundestag would vote on the Chancellor Wednesday and that the Govern- 
ment could begin to tak» decisions shortly thereafter. 

Ambassador Ore** onld b« did have a letter for the President from Chancellor 
Adenauer which be was Instructed to deliver to the President In person. (Be 
showed copies of the letter to the Secretary and the others present.) 

Aa to general procedural questions, Ambassador Crewe went en, the Chancellor _j 
-agreed that the talks with tin Soviets Initiated by the Secretary and Cronyko 3 
should continue In Moscow, but a jn mno n Western line would be highly flfblrable -rj 
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for this M*t phase. Thia could ba discussed either In tha Aabaseadoriai Croup 
In Washington or at a Mating of Mnlor officials here to which Br. Caretens 
would com. However, Cars tens shared the feeling which fir Xralye Shuckburgb 
had had daring their nent ccavaiMtloa lw Bonn that walthcr ha nor Careteue 
ahould com to Washington unless Laloy oi the franc* Foreign Offlea vara likewise 
authorised to com. la the lattar event, Caratana would ba (lad to com to 
Washing ton, but in view of the problem of governMnt forMtion in Bonn, thia 
ahould probably not ba bafora tha and of tha praaant week. Such a Mating of 
aanlor *ffielale wight ba waofui In preparing for tha talks batwaan tha Chancellor 
and tha President, if the Cbe=ctllor'« suggestions in tLls connection ware accepted, 
tha CarMns bad no specific icr.as at this tin* as to a Western heating of Foreign 
Minis tars. 

In response to the Secretary's query, Aeibassarfor Cr*w* said he had no clear 
pietum at this point of the thlnki**: in Parts, «lnce Shuei.burgb had visited 
Paris after his discussions In Boon, Cewe said he bad the impression that 
la ley had been prepared to go to London, but the negative orders had com f row 
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Tfea Secretary Mid it seemed that we should try to gat as much quadripartite 
agreement in the days ahead beform there were any further bilateral talks. Thaw 
could not be as helpful as they might othenrlse be without such quadripartite 
agreement, which was needed ts soon as possible. Be wondered if the represen- 
tatives of all four countries could not cone into quadripartite talks with a 
full set of views. In response to Ambassador Crewe* a question as to whether it 
was thought that Ambassador Tbompson should begin his talks with the Soviets 
next waek, the Secretary indicated that this could not be answered precisely. 
The timing would obviously be affected by the situations in Paris and Bonn. 
However, he thought it would be a mistake for Ambassador Thompson to be silent 
too long. This did not mean he would have to discuss the full range of subjects, 
but might continue exploratory probing.

Ambassador Crewe ssld there 
bad not bean much bryoad prat; coverage of reported reactions In other countries, 
such as Sweden and Norway. 

I* turning to the Cruson article, Ambassador Crave reiterated that he 
did not have any Idea what he sight have had In mind. The Secretary obaerved 
that, during the Parla Ministerial meetings In August, Cruson had written an 
article reporting an alleged stem lecture which the Secretary had given the 
Germans on the Oder-Naisse line question. When he was told that there was not 
a grain of truth in this, Cruron responded that, if such a lecture had not been 
delivered, It should have been and so he wrote the story. 
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
